Though his 
family were talented In music, Goethe 
did nbt feel any real urge to express 
lilmself by that art which was intea 
' Blfled by his Innate aversion to purer 
ly mechanical practice. Thus while 
he was instructed in the art of play- 
ing the piano in his early days, it was 
a futile and unprofitable attempt. 
Inspired by Classics 
Classical music always inspired 
Goethe. Wheneyer,he felt the need 
for Inspiration, as when: hé was writ- 
ing. Iphigenla, he seiit for- profession' 
ai: musicians who 'cahned his soul and 
imbpuhd ,h:a spirits.' While in Weimar 
his main source of pleasure was 
Choral Sc^l.ety which; he founded in 
'1807:.àh^v[^wâiçhj^^^ of from ten 
to - twpive, people ; who met weekly at 
Goethe's home. These programs ' usu' 
ally concluded with somethmg light 
and amusing. Thèse concerts played 
.ah'ilitipdrtaht part in the life of Wel- 
mir.'Tthough the Society ultimately

Charles Dickens Gave Fine

The importance of the English Inn' 
in the social history of England, its 
effect upon the customs and habits 
of .the people as best reflected in 
Charles Dickens' novels, and the pe- 
culiarities and various forms of its 
architectural structure, these consti- 
tuted the essential aspects of an il- 
lustrated leiSÉure' delivered by Profes- 
sor P. H. Turner of "the Faculty of 
Architecture to the Montreal Branch 
of the Dickens Fèllowshlp. The 
meeth|g, which was the fourth one 
of this season, was held test night In 
the Victoria Hall, : Westmount. .' 

In his opening, remarks, the speak- j 
er pointed out that the Inn in Eng- 
land is a necessary feature of .the 
life of that countiy, since it ■ formed 
the centre of the social activity of 
the people. There is little In comlnon 
between the old Epglisli Inn and , the 
more modem hotel such as Is known 
at the piiesent time.' The foiïner was 
prhnarily a place for ente'rtaiiihig the 
many traveUers and pilgrimages that 
crossed the country.

of the most deplorable features of 
our modern society, and one against 
l^vWhich censure may justly be direoted, is 
■f the condition of our^speech. Our diction, 
I 'which we should \^^^!;ly. endeavour M 
■#'i'>ihiprove and polish'.^'e^^to be something 
% to which we pay the least possible atteit 
V - tion.. The result of this negligence in ini- 
proving one of our most striking assets, is 
'that our modern speech has fallen to a very 
î^lbw level. 

Severalf^t^éëKSWagd Sir Andrew Mac- 
Phail aptly pointed out the deficiency: in 
;Our diction and carefully enumerated the 
iiy. values of good speech, values which 
fortunately very few care to develop, 
fl'even went so far as to say that universi- 
ties do not afford facilities to students for 
iiinproving their speech and that the ma 
^ lority of graduates • leave the university 
. 1 with their voice culture no better than it 
l-^'^è was the day they entered. 

What Sir Andrew said is perfectly true 
Few people seem to realize what a stride- 
ing asset good speech is and what a la^ 
;^k-ipart it plays in the development 6i lom 
prsonality. The man with good ; diction 
Mi only commands a greater amount J of 
"^ipect but can gain greater succesa.in the 
Ijrld. No one has any feeling for slbven- 
„'^aftd ill pronounced speech. A', person 
^-jx'pyfS^essing such a fault is given little hear- 
iiiing^anywhere; . . : , / 
W One might ask howour speech may be 
" improved. This is attained ' almost en- 
tirely by individual effort. 

Concerning Sir Andrew's statement 
with regard the failure' of universities to 
V provide their graduates with the necessary 
• >oice culture and "good speech, the first 
. thing that can be done to, remedy this situa 
tion is to institute special classes /, and 
courses on our spéech. McGill haà"1^dÔne 
this to a small degree by establishing i 
course in the English Department on de 
bating and public speaking. Such is s 
very excellent start and the next step shoulc 
be to make all students at some time take 
this course; (as is done in many American 
universities) or other sîmiîàr ones tha; 
might ba inaUtuted.

Montreal Orchestra 
H*R. DOUGLAS CLARKE'S announcement, two 
'^^ concerts ago, that the Montreal Orchestra will 
be able to finish the season, has allayed the fears 
of at least one person, that the abbreviated fin- 
ances which confronted the treasury would not 
have the threatened effect. The Orchestra will not 
be disbanded, and Montreal will continue to get 
"better, music." 

The progress of the orchestra as an artistic 
unit has been so favorable within the past few 
weeks— since this season's rujfl^gl|iwest artist 
that It is on a musical plane wHose'nevation Is out 
of proportion to the organization's age, or even to 
normal comprehension. It Is not that the orches- 
tra has. suddenly overcome Its faults and suddenly 
bloomed Into full flower; no.|th^aults exist stUl 
—the concert. reviews indic8te?U»esB=^but In an in- 
creasing number of cases, performances are given 
that are essentially of "the first water. The musi- 
cians' attack, the Interpretations, the handling of 
tone and volume are, in these particular instances, 
well nigh unblemishablc, Judging at least, by North 
American standards.

During the moments Just indicated, one dis- 
covers the difference between the symphoj^^^r 
the radio and the sj-mphony in the original, lii^tT 
the difference- ihetween the actual artists and his 
mechanical - «production. The increasing number 
of "classical" programs on the air these days is a 
most promising sign. ' Not all tha public is symr 
phony struck— I am told for example, that farmers 
make their radios deaf to all but square dances,. 
Jigs and the like— but now sufficient people will be 
able to hear sufficient good music, modern and 
classic, to be both fully satisfied,; and Inuneasurably 
advanced in their artistic education. One of the 
weaker points in radio's Influence Is that tho ma- 
chine cannot command the same attention as the 
theatrical performance. A group listening to a 
concert over the radio rarely allows the music to 
interfere with, Its gossiphig, and. the resultant dis- 
traction wreaks the obvious havoc. In. the concert 
hall, these conditions are reversed, and the music 
gets Its chance to talk;' and for this bit of conven- 
ience we pay part of our admission price. 

The radio Is a machifte In spite of all - the 
catch-phrases that have been Invented by ad writ 
ers, and no amount of manoeuvring with the dials 
will give It a human element. The feeling of crea- 
tion, wl^S^nj|ffie; presence of competent artistry, 
is neve rtwnpllM ^^ciated with etherized programs, 
The llst ^SBwfe t use his imagination, but to get 
any èff^t^Ks^ust shut his eyes and picture 
either the silhouette of the gesticulating conduo- 
Cori^Againsti^^t^^ vibrant background of hands, 
""^^l^i^îsheets, flutès, trumpets .and drmns, or^ 
tïie emotional Jerklngs of a' soloist's limbs as lie 
put tonal' eloquencè into wood 'or btass 'forms. 
And so tliose who can afford It— and many who 
r^^niihfeimjltbithekconcertit pay the price, and wit-

replies. Tills Is nothing to bC shocked about, for 
firstly It assures 'replies of biit one kind, vehement 
protests for the good of music and the Orchestra, 
and secondly, UkO Dean Swift's satires, it arouses 
thought m a desired direction. If I discover, how 
ever, that B. Minor is a real live person and was 
serious in his letter. I- shall' faU miserably to rcg 
ister nondhalanco. 

A COUPLE of scraps from recent musical news 
bears repetition. 

The results of a recent survey In Canadian 
radio preferences show a pronounced leaning to 
wiundav^the symphony. "The m^st popular Indlvl- 
dùû' con^^ Is that of the iJeW York Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, evei7 Sunday afternoon over C 
B,S. The Philadelphia and Boston Symphony or- 
chestras follow in line. (Attention B, Minor). In- 
cidentally, the United States choice went to come- 
dians, Eddie Cantor first, and if I remember right- 
ly, the Philharmonic sixth or seventh. 

It appears that a depression exists on this 
financial earth, and that budgets must be given 
slimming diets. The Viennese, famous for their 
MD.'s, their buns and theh- waltzes, lay claim also 
to an opera house and an orchestra. The time 
came when these latter proved a greater burden 
than dared :.bè;boine, and the question arose as to 
where economy could be practiced. It was decided, 
and this Is of some local Interest, that, tho num- 
ber of operatic performances would be cut down, 
and that certain operatic stars would ba given 
notice of leave. The symphony orchestra, however, 
would not be touched. The work of years, and In 
some cases generations, in building up this music 
al unit, w»iuld not be overthrown lightly becaus! 
of a mere paucity In the gold vaults.

Arthur Christopher Benson cqn- 
. tinués a tn iilt& iastrain, with his essays 
enirtlcd'*^nffi*niread of Gold." fromi 
which the speaker also quoted, at some 
length. Benson's Idea Is that the 
beauty of nature is not a sinful beauty, 
but beauty , clothed in simplicity. He 
says "I have made friend with a new 
flower, and It lives In my mind as a 
perfect and complete memory 'of 
brightness." 

The speaker concluded his remarks 
with Inferences drawn from the writ- 
ings of thé authors from whom hie had 
quoted. Tlio universal keynote In na 
lure, he stated, was tho pervadlnti 
spirit of a deity. The more man 
humbly and diligently, seeks after the 
message to be found in natUire, the 
more he will dlsoovier the true mean-

write operatic librettos— 'a comedy dis- 
persed with songs.' The common 
people were looking to a musical pres- 
entation of their own lives with its 
pleasures and woes. In response to 
theh* désires Oocthe wrote some oper- 
atic librettos which contàto many ly- 
rical jems, stated the speaker. Kaiser, 
among other r'-anlsts,,;]^Kdjkto. set 
Goethlan work to m'usicWimr^Goethe 
had not the perseverenco to continue 
music and turned his mind to scien- 
tific researches. 

Interest in Folk Son^s 
a«rman folk songs had nearly disap- 
peared in the seventeeth and early 
eighteenth centuries due to the ap- 
pearance of Italian music in Germany, 
A renewed interest in folk songs dur- 
ing Goethe's life was due to a radical 
change in the. political and social out- 
look of Germany and, partly , as a re- 
sult of. the popularity of Rousseau's 
doctrines. While at Strasbùrg Goethe 
t miich'time 'slumming' to furtlier 
rëse' ends. Many of Goethe's early 
poems: were suggested by these folk 
sonjgs..; 

||.;vAccbrdhig to Goethe rhythm must 
proceed unconsciously which is an ex- 
planation of the abounding , variety of 
his metres. S oTOjffl O|p rit 80 of Goethe's 
-Ijfric poems have^Hreff'Seï to music, but 
it Is doubtful it they really added any- 
tWng to his poetry. He believed thai 
the text was the important thhig, that 
music was merely supplementary to 
It. To Goethe the place of music was 
"to enliven figures without altering the 
I'ontour." 

Goethe a Rationalist 
Rationalism was a prominent 18th 
century movement which recognized 
only reason and understandhig as the 
criteria of reality. But as music Is 
an art farthest removed from reality 
It had to bo clinked with poetry, the 
rationalism of which was recognized 
In music Goetho was an unbending ra- 
tionalist who deplored the sentimental 
poets of his time. • • ■ 

The speaker stated that Goethe is 
the subject of criticism as he neither 
a.dmh:ed nor appreciated Schubert. But 
It.'miist be taken into consideration, 
itated Prof essor Walter, that Schubert 
was only vaguely known c Goethe. 
,Vhen he did hear some of Goethe s 
smposltlons, he disliked them, be- 
ause it differed from those of his fa- 
arlte. Kaiser.

Often the Inn and the Church work' 
ed hand in hand, the latter lending 
its support and granting - many con- 
cessions In the furangenient of the 
form of; entertainment. 

The Great Fire of the city of Lon- 
don in 1665 destroyed to a great ex- 
tent the inn-trade in the country. 
However, followtag the Restoration 
Period , and especially in the .early 
years of 1700 when the coach became 
the main method of conveyance, the 
Inn regained all of its lost trade and 
enjoyed an unusually high scale of 
prosperity. The conditions . of -the 
time Is well- exemplified to the words 
of a great English writer of this per 
lod who expressed the opinion that 
all the world's .an Inn and death is 
the Journey's; end,î{^ 
- ' .; . Dlcîcéiu^ - be»^ 
Nowhere la the soclal 'life of the 
Inn, Its Joys and its sorrows, its 
comforts and Its, Incongruities, and 
all its strange aspects (ind peculiari- 
ties more beautifully portrayed, ac' 
cording to the speaker, than in the 
novels of Charles Dickens, It is very 
difficult to teU which is the most typ- 
ical- of them all, as they all are pro- 
ducts of Dickens' own direct experi- 
ences. Although there are excellent 
descriptions of the English Inn in 
such novels as Nicholas Nickelby^ 
Bleak- House, David Copperfield and 
Pickwick Papers, the ifullest and niost 
complete depiction given Is in Bar- 
naby Rudge, in which the Inn forms 
the framework to the whole, plot 
from begtoning to end, v

pdesthood had great power. In their 
social institutions and system these 
people Mere inferior to the more 
southerly races but in all essentials 
they were the same.

Jioin janum ou 9:inB uonui pajaj 
class might be. Thek chief source of 
nourishment was the flesh and milk 
of their herds, while the hides sup- 
piled them with most of their cloth- 
ing:. 

At the heed of the government is 
the Klian, and contrary to what one 
might expect' in the governing of 
agricultural peoples by nomads the 
system worked exceptionally well. The 
Mongols usually left the civil admin- 1 
istration of their dominions as they 
found it. To govern their vast regions 
the Mongol Khans utilised two forms 
of administration. For the nomad sec- i 
tlon they ' employed the arlstocratio 
tribal system while for the agricultural 
regions a cosmopolitan sort of bureau- 
cracy was in vogue. 

All revenue which could be drawn 
from the conquered dominions was 
sent to the Royal Exchequer and Vfas 
disposed of in^salaries of government 
officials. 

For their proitectivé equipment the 
Mongols had an armour of tanned 
hide, composed of overlrpplrig plates. 
The shield was rarely used. In con- 
clusion it was pointed out that they 
were masters at using strategy and 
their mobility counted greatly to their 
favour,
